This genealogica record was begun in Jmuary 1921 
with the tabulation of my paternal grandparents and their descen- 
dmts, with birth, marriage and death dates mdiplaces. This 
included four generations and expanded into the Fry history thru 
grandma Dason, 

‘Then ermdfather Jares Madison Eason (always called 
"Hatt") had to go to the Civil ‘Jar, grandma Sarah(Iry) Las n--—- 
(always cad led "Sally") took her two little girls: Cathrm and 
Mary Janere and went to live at the home of her brother Washington 
Fry, there in Tipton, Mismuri, At that time she was expecting her 
third child who becamse my father, but before that she had received 
word that her husband had been killed, The following smmer little 
Cathran died. In 1873 grandma married George ‘iells and they went to 
Brovm © unty, Tllinois in a covered wagon, 

Although I had a great desire to enlarge the faily 
history there was no one living at tha time, that I knew of, who 
had ever knorm the Eason ancestry. Even my aunt hary Jane Stephens 
(always called Jennie) kept ta ling me that she knew nothing except 
that her father had been killed in the Civil ar. Still, while 
visiting in California in 1933---the first time I ever met her, amd 
I again insisted upon finding our something about the Easons she 
said "All I know is that ma said I was named for two of pa's sisters: 
hiary and Jane who married Toler brothers." 

It surprised me tha I had been denied even tht little 
bit of information the years I had been trying. However, with that 
little bit of data the material bagan to take form. in torking on 
the Fry line I had had correspondence with an elderly man in Oklahoma 
who had written that he intended visiting at Tipton that fall. Sof 
hastened a letter begging him to send me the names and addresses of 
anybody in that part of Kissouri named Toler, He did so, and I learned 
that not only tro Eason sisters had married Toler brothers, but three 
of them hadJ Furthermore, grandfather had a brother Peter and a 
sister Margaret who married into the same Zumvalt family, and they 
had moved to St. Louis, 

Little by little the threads" were woven into whole 
cloth and the family of ten children of my great grandparents were 
properly tabulated. 

In writing to Peter's son ihe information his son 
Ralph answered, as he, too, was interested in Eason: genealogy. Later, 
he brought his adorable wife Esther to visit us in Lawrence, hans, 
where we lived, and suggested. that he would like to rent a hall in 
St. Louis to enable me to meet the sixty or more relatives there if 
I would come as the cuest of honor. 

This party was arranged in September 1935 and it was 
a great satisfaction to-me to @ last be able to meet some of my 
father's people even though I had to wait until I was thirty-six 
years af age.

Then, having learned that our great-cgrandparents had 
migrated to tissouri about 180 from North Carolina my research 
amd attention was turned in that direction. A great deal of 
time, effort and money were expended in trying to learn iho the 
emigrant mcestor was to leave some place in Jurope and settle 
in America, I alvays presumed that we were Inglish, but as 
nearly as I was ever able to PROVL, the Sasons of ilorth Carolina 
descended from one \Jilliam Uason and sons Thomas and John who 
settled in Perquimans county, ilorth Ca-olina about 1719 after having 
left Perth, Scotland in 1710 (I don't lmow where they lingered in 
the meantime!) 

According to legal records such as wills, it seems 
that the Lasons were prolific, To sort out every one in those 
olden times appeared to be mich too great a task, There ~ere 
times when I tished that. I had never even ranted to kno’... Bu 
I must have more perseverance than brains for I kept right on 


as though my life depended upon finding every piece of the puzzle! 
Had I been free to go back to ilorth Cam@iléna to search 
the vital records for a few years i might possibly have "stumbled 


én" the connecting link, Having to depend on corresponcence ha 
revealed many facts and a-very plausible theory. The facts I shali 
copy herein. Perhaps some day this collection of them may help 
some one else to do a better job of this family history than i. 
It is entirely believable that all the Eason data beloncs together. 

_ I found a record of one Isaiah Lason who married tneee 
times----the last wife was probably a cousin because hernane Wes 
Penelope =ason, the dauchter of Captain John Eason of Topsail, 
Inlet, Carteret county, North Carolina. Isaiah anc Fenelope vere 
the wrents of Isaac, Thomas and John, This John was-the father of 
another Thomas Eason, the artist and great mural painter who signed 
his work Z, TOLASSO, I had very pleasant correspondence with hin 
over a period of years.

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Of the preoeding family Thomas and “‘illian jr. owmed 
land in Chowan county, N.C., and Ge rge owned land in Pitt county. 
So the family had begun to spread out. I feel justified in 
believing that the Joseph who inherited 60 acres from his father 
Thomas shovrs our lineace, The dates work out exactly right. 

There wras a Jacob Lason, son of Abner, ormedc land in 
Perquimans county, and a Reuben Zason of Tyrell county was a 
prominent land ovmer. Reuben bought 200 acres from his brother- 
in-law Joseph lolliday in 1773. Lartin county was formed soon 
after from Halifax and-sByrell counties, and this particiier 
deed shows that Reuben Eason lived in that section of Tyrell 
which became Lartin county. The frequent transfers of land 
between all these Zasons shows that they were closely associated 
With each other, and I believe All: relatddipoceashotiibeys as well 

as to the Lasons in Bertie county, the tivo courthouses being only 
thirteen miles apart, wecrec Der tie began its recerds in 1722,

There are dozens of referrences in Hartin, Bertie, 
Stokes and other North Carolina counties showing transfer of real 
estate between, to or from Easons generati ons after generation. 
The county of Stokes was formed in 1790. Surry county, which 
joins Stokes on the trest, formerly involved all the territory 
now knovm as Surry, Stokes, Forsyth and Yadkin counties. Surry 
as the "mother" of the other three, Probably 200 or more years 
back all of these four counties together with four or five others 
made up a territory knomm as Rowan county. The original county 
seat of Surry and Rockford ras moved to Dobson after the 
establishment of Stokes and other counties, A nev courthouse 
was erected at Dobson at that time. “hen it burned forty years 3? “«~ 
later another tras built, Only a mall number of valudébte old ¥.-*#> 
reconds trere lost in the fire.

There are thirty-one memos of decds to or from JOSEPH 
EASON of Stokes county, North Carolina froml791 to 1834, (that was 
the grandfather of the JOSEP! ZASON who migrated to lio.) And I 
have memos of decds mentioning J!ILLS EASON, son of this elder 
JOSEPH EASON, in six accounts from 1803 to 1813, The elder Josepif, 
and Lills went into Dickson county, Tennessee when tha prt of the 
country was being settled, and they bought and sold land there 
extensively, but returned to North Carolina in 182h,

. This MILLS EASON & Bethenia Davis were married Bees1h,160h. 
Bethenia was the daghter of Jémés3&i llargaret. Bebhenia's sister 
Anna Davis married Joseph Eason jr., a brother of Mills, Another 
sister Elender married a lir. Dearing, & still mother dister: 
Rebecca Davis married his brother, another Mr, Dearing, It is 
probably thru one or both of these that migrated to liissouri 
with Joseph and James Zason, Then there is another possible 
connection with this record inasmuch as Mary Davis, anothcr of 
Bethenia Eason's Ss ster, married a John Salmonds, and they nay 
have been the ancestors of the Nancy Salmonds who marricd William 
Riley Dason in 1861. 


A close kinship exists between the Tuttle-Zason and the 


'. Davis-Eason families, I have lengthy copies of the last wills & 


testaments of James Davis and John Tuttle tha are very interesting 
but I fear that there are not enough of the EASON descendants who 
would read them even if: included in this record,

descendants of Joseph and James Eason (bra hers) who migratcd to 
Lissouri, Joseph, bang the elder son of Mills & Bethenia, will
